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OPEN SHOP VIEWPOINT OUT OF DATE 


Among those who control our larger basic industries the 
spokesmen and representatives of some of them are par- 
ticularly busy these days apologetically accepting the NRA 
and the Blue Eagle but at the same time insistently advocating 
that its present plan of recognition of union labor should be mod- 
ified and all the while reports from the inside of their operations 
show that not a few of them are among the most aggressive 
chiselers we have to contend with. To make the picture 
complete it should be added that the worst offenders along 
these lines are to be found among the type of employer 
usually designated as an open shopper. 

During the past generation this type of employer and 
his associates of like views, who have been maintaining the 
open shop plan in the industrial operations which they dom- 
inated and controlled. Under this plan they hired all the non- 
union help and unorganized help they could use and em- 


ployed union help only as a last resort, when absolutely | 
necessary to obtain competent workmen, and even then they | 


weeded these union men out systematically, if they found 
they were trying to convince other workmen that they should 
join their union. 

The chief characteristic of the open shop employer was 
that he was a chiseler on labor. It was easier for him to 
chisel effectively on (all employes when he could signal a 


prospective or present employe out individually and lay down | 


the terms to him under which he wanted him to work and 
if those terms were unsatisfactory to the workman in the 
transaction that workman knew full well his only choice con- 
sisted of submitting to those terms or losing his chance of a 
job, which in these days of unemployment could easily place 
him in the bread-lines indefinitely. 


The furdamental basis and very foundation of the open 
shop doctrine was and still is that the employer should be 
left free to take advantage of every condition and circum- 
stance to keep wages as low as possible and to prevent em- 
ployes from acting collectively to raise wage standards or 
better other working conditions which involved additional 
outlay on the part ot the employer. This is exactly what a 
chiseler is. Hence open shoppers are chiselers by nature 
and conviction to start with. Engaging in any production 
enterprise does not seem natural or attractive to them unless 
they are left free to chisel on labor without let or hindrance. 
They have been doing this all their lives and it is not to be 
wondered at that they now squirm and resent the inaugura- 
tion of the principles set forth in the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act. 


But the open shop doctrine is out of date in this day 
and age and should have been discarded long ago. The more 
completely it can be made a dead letter from now on the 
better will it be for not only all labor in the United States but 
also for all employers who desire to continue in business. 

If it is wrong for one branch of business to chisel on 
another branch of the same business by underselling and re- 
sorting to cut-throat practices, then it is even wrong for one 
workman either voluntarily or through compulsion to be 
forced to work for less than his fellow workmen in the same 
line of work, as this is simply using one workman to chisel 
on another. At the same time these very practices enable 
the more selfish employer, who is always wanting to pay the 
lowest wages possible, regardless of justice and fairness, to 
thus chisel on the fairer and less selfish employer who is 
willing to pay his help the highest prevailing wages, so long 
as the industry can stand it. | 

If the National Industry Recovery Act stands for any- | 
thing it is for the abolition of this eternal chiseling of one! 
another of which the open shop employer is the outstanding 
exponent. 

The time has been reached in our industrial development 
when this chiseler must be entirely eliminated from the field 
of production, just as there came a time in our previous his- 
tory when slaveowners were outlawed and eliminated from 
the scheme of things. 

No matter whether it is called open shop or something 
else, so long as the plan denies to labor the right to organize 
and bargain collectively through representatives of their own 
choosing, or retains for the employer the right to chisel on 
both his employes and his fairer competitors by underpay- 
ing or over-working labor it is contrary to the fundamental 
principles set forth in the National Industrial Recovery Act 
and should not under any conditions be tolerated from now

Ft. Wayne Labor Pickets 
Violators of NRA Codes: 


Fort Wayne, Ind. — The local 
Compliance Board of the NRA is 
laying down on the job, it was de- 
clared here today. The Fort Wayne 
Federation of Labor is stepping into 
the breach by picketing plants of | 
violators. 

The inactivity of the Compliance 
Board has allowed 20 Code violators 
whose actions were protested by the 
Federation of Labor office, to flag: | 
rantly continue their ‘“chiseling,” la- | 
bor leaders charged. | 

So the labor leaders sent a tele- 
gram to General Johnson, requesting 
him to jerk some action out of the 
Compliance Board. 

Besides, they decided to picket 
the plants of the violators, just as 
| they picket the plants of employers 


|unfair to Organized Labor. 

“We feel that the success of the 
NRA depends on the adjustment of 
bona fide complaints, especially In | 
cases where workers have been dis- | 
charged for complaining of the em- 
ployer’s violation, declared Clint Mc- | 
Donald, chairman of the Federation | 
of Labor compliance committee. 1 

McDonald cited instances of res- 
tauranteurs who paid as little as $4 
}and $5 a week to workers, who forc- 
|}ed employes to endorse checks with- ; 
out seeing the faces of the checks | 
and then paid them $10.50 in cash} 
for two weeks’ work. In another es- 
tablishment, he said, an employe is | 
receiving $5 a month for his services. | 

Representatives of the various lo- | 
cal unions decried the practices of | 
the Board which devotes barely an | 
hour a week to investigation of alleg- 
{ed NRA violations. 


Mooney to Carry Fight 
To U. S. Supreme Court 


San Francisco.— Tom Mooney’s 
long fight for freedom will be car- 
ried to the United States Supreme 
Court, the Mooney defense com- 
mittee announces. He will base | 
his appeal on the contention that he 
has been deprived of his constitu- 
tional rights through continued im- 
prisonment. 

The acquittal last May of Mooney 
on an old murder indictment grow- 
ing out of the Preparedness Day 
parade bombing in 1916 is expected 
to be used in the new appeal. 

The indictment on which Mooney 
was convicted after the bombing 
charged him with the death of 
Hetta Knapp, one of those killed 
in the explosion. He was acquitted 
in May on the charge of murdering 
another victim. 

“Mooney is either guilty of all 
deaths or guilty of none of them,” 
the defense committee says.

Binding Contract 


Decides Restaurant Owners Must 
Pay $15 Weekly Wage. 


New York.—-Justice James Fitz- | 
general in the Municipal Court in | 
the Bronx upheld the President’s | 


Re-employment Agreement under | 
the NRA as a contract binding upon 
an employer and gave judgment to} 
a waiter who sued for wages. | 

The waiter, Samuel Hoffman, | 
filed suit against Elias Zervos, res-| 
taurant proprietor of Jackson 
Heights, Queens, for payment of 
wages which he claimed were due 
him at the rate of $15 a week, as 
prescribed in the President’s agree- 
ment and which he alleged Zervos 
has refused to pay. 

Hoffman told the court that when 
Zervos signed the President’s agree- 
ment in August and posted the Blue 
Eagle insignia in his windows he 
asked for an increase to $15. 

He said he had read that was| 
the minimum wage to be paid by a 
restaurant proprietor who flew the] 
Blue Eagle. All he got, he charged, | 
was $4 and $5 a week, until a total 
of $16 had been paid him. | 

When he insisted on his $15 a 
week, Hoffman said, Zervos threat- 
ened to discharge him if the per- 
His discharge 
followed and Hoffman sued for $59 
back pay, covering five weeks. 

Justice Fitzgerald decided in 
Hoffman’s favor, ordering Zervos to 
pay the $59. He ruled that in the

“Although it may be true that 
to pay this may $15 a week may 
entail a hardship upon the em- 
ployer,”’ the court ruled, “this should 
been taken into consideration | 
before the agreement was signed.

Gain of 3,000,000 in Employment 


Since March, Labor Head Says 


Biggest Progress in August and September, When 1,700,000 
Went Back to Work Under NRA Shorter Hours, 
President William Green Declares. 


Washington, D. C. - “Since the 
President’s unemployment program 
went into effect, unemployment has 
been reduced by more than 1,700,- 
according to estimates of the 
American Federation of Labor,” 
President William Green of the A. 
I. of L. announced. He continued: 
“This has been accomplished in the 
two months of August and Sep- 
tember; the gain in September was 
the largest for any month since 
the administration began its attack 
on unemployment. 


“The accomplishment of the last 


two months are striking proof of 
the results of shortening work 
hours. During the spring months 


we depend on rising industrial ac- 
tivity to put men back to work, 
and in three months, when indus- 
trial activity rose by the unprece- 
dented figure of 42 per cent, un- 
employment was reduced by less 


than 500,000 a month (April 
through June). 
“In the two months of the 


President’s re-employment program, | 
when men were put to work by| 
shortening work hours, unemploy-| 
ment was reduced at the rate of; 
850,000 a month. This achievement | 
is all the more striking because it} 
was accomplished while 
declined 11 per cent.
